Nobody wasj{ killed, nobody was 
injured and no permapent or considerable 
damage was done to ény building, or any 
edifice that was in process of erection. The 
lack of injury to bulldiigs was due, in large 
measure, to the obsefvance and enforce- 
ment of the municipal) building ordinances 
which were adopted shdrtly after the earth- 
quake that occurred if 1906. The state-

[Hartford Courant:] La FPollette’s perse- 
vering, efforts to commend bimself to Col.

An Interesting Line-up. 


[New York Times:] There are three pret- 
ty well-defined party groups in the United 
States Senate, or there were at the opening 
of the present Congress, the regular Repub- 
licans, the Democrats and the self-styled 
progressive Republicans. Six months ago 
it could have been predicted with confidence 
how the members of these groups would 
vote on any question involving the policy 
of higher protection. On Saturday the Ca- 
nadian reciprocity agreement was approved 
by the Senate by a vote almost exactly two 
to one. It is significant of the changes that 
have come about in half a year to note how 
the various groups actually voted. It is 
shown in the following brief table—

It will thus be seen that 60 per cent. of 
the Republicans and 90.per cent. of the 
Democrats voted for reciprocity, while 80 
per cent. of the Progressives voted against 
it. It is beyond question that the Progres- 
sives opposing reciprocity are not supported 
by the great body of their constituents. 
Their opposition is personal and factional. 
A very smal! proportion of the Republican 
voters of this State, who followed these 
Senators two years ago in their fight on the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff, follow them now in the 
| attempt to defeat a practical instaliment of 
tariff. reduction through Canadian reciproc- 
ity. On the other hand, it is not to be 
doubted that the tariff-reduction sentiment 
in the States of the Republican opponents of 
reciprocity is very considerable. The vote 
of two to one in the Senate for reciprocity, 
therefore, remarkable as it is, does not real- 
ly represent the full strength of the ‘oppo- 
sition to extreme protection in the nation. 
Could the issue be distinctly presented next 
year, the fate of the, high tariff would be 


sealed.

It has now been established that 
the famous “Dick-to-Dick” letter (Richard

sions for a Guggenbelm railroad, is a fabri- 
cation, whose true authorship, however, has 
not been revealed. As it was upon this for- 
gery that the charge of favoritism to Mr. 
Ryan by the administration rested heavily, 
the whole case collapses. If there is any 
real ground for. criticiem of the adminis- 
tration of Alaska, the position of the critics 
is weakened by the “Dick-to-Dick” incident. 

The President could never be a party to 
ehicanery like this, but he has the opportu- 
nity now to deliver a biow at all the ene- 
mies of his Alaskan policy. as well as at the 
individuals who gave credence and circula- 
tion to a half-witted attack on his integrity 
as a publie officer.
